Tne prite of g n-a eyes is becoming 
cheaper on account of competition, and at 
the same time the (pia'ity is better than 
hitherto. A common glass eye msy be had 
for $10, but tney are not a good imitation, 
and do not last long. A tirst class eye 
cirets $50 or even more. The best will not 
last over two years, because the secretions 
in the hollow of the eve roughen the glass 
hr chemical action, and this roughness ir- 
ritates the tl sib. lf a person could buy 
gins- eve* at wholesale, hy the gross, he 
could get them for about apiece. But
